The opening of the first tunnel be- 
Iwion Manhattan and Brooklyn marks 
Bn other stride forward In solving the 
problem of rapid transit In the 
Sreat Eastern center. The problem* wa* 
Brat attacked decades ago with the In¬ 
troduction of stages. Then came sur¬ 
face cars. Afterward enterprise das- 
Bleil the populace by the construction 
of the elevated railways. These atupe- 
$hd for awhile until courageous capital 
and Inventive genlu* dug iniodhe earth 
Bnd offered the subway system us a 
Still further effort toward the solution 
of the transport.t lion problem. But 
Still there was Brooklyn across the 
giver. Hundreds of thousands had to 
cross f:om Manhattan to that place 
and other Long Island homes dully. 
Ferryboats and bridges provided some 
moans, but t/iey were lYiudcquftle. The 
Btvuklyn btbjy- crush every afternoon 
was ,i menace to life and limb. The 
Spectacle was terrifying to the outsider 
and a battle royal to the participant 
The tunnel to Brooklyn came a.* a re¬ 
lief to this crush. 

It bn* become a way of New York to 
multiply it* land area by going up in 
the air and burrowing underground, 
and the new tunnel if in harmony with 
the policy. The acreage of the metrop¬ 
olis Is no: sufflMent to accommodite 
the requirements of business, transpor¬ 
tation facilities and homes. Therefore, 
geixe upon the air and build sky-scrap¬ 
er*. shovel underground and build cel¬ 
lars. subcellars and subway traction 
line* and then tunnel under the river 
and thus manufacture acreage for more 
Bn* s. This Is the way. And the tun¬ 
nel Idea is just in Its early stages. Oth¬ 
er tunnels are now in course of con¬ 
struction that will add still further to 
the basement area of Now York and 
pro\;4e more facilities for the hordes 
that must get from place to place in a 
hurry. 

Two causes aro responsible f*»r this 
need of extensive* transit lines In New 
York—and about New York as well. 
One Is the scarcity of kind and the 
high rents in the borougji or Manhattan. 
As a'Tpatter t f fact th*' two cruses arc 
but one. since the scarcity of land Is the 
explanation of the high rents. Aver¬ 
age working people cannot afford to 
live In the heart of Greater Nt »\ York. 
Th«*y can make a dollar go fu:t s rr by 
pushing their tents In a suburb. They 
cgn get away from the congestion, too. 
to some <xtent. The business man or 
clerk, with proper facilities, can board 
his tral/ in the morning and In a few 
minutes be nt ids desk, and In the even¬ 
ing a short ride will take Mm back to 
his family. Of course, under such cir¬ 
cumstances every minute counts The 
transit must be rapid, Iruleod. If there 
tx. a Brooklyn bridge crush to be con¬ 
tended with suburban life has Its han¬ 
dicaps. *■" 

The new tunnel should not only prove 
a blessing tu New* York people, but to 
the Bnooklynftes It will enable many 
of the former to remove to less costly 
homes with a feeling of security from 
the bridge congestion of former day* 
and also It will give a modicum of 
comfort to the lives of Brooklynite- 
ivho heretofore have undergone a daily 
torment. By this improvement Brook¬ 
lyn becomes more and more accessible 
to Now York and hence there might 
be expected In Brooklyn a real estai*- 
boom.

until he is like a much-patched garment 
from which the original material has 
almost completely disappeared. Then 
will th^* immortality of the body be an 
accomplished fact. 

If the heart may be removed, why 
not the lungs and Anally the brain? 
The paretic society man. grown too In¬ 
firm to lend a cotillon, may buy an ed¬ 
ucated monkey and appropriate his 
gray matter, coming off of the operat¬ 
ing table fit to shine lq the ballroom a* 
he did in the heyday of his youth 
With the lungs of n hound, the broken- 
down suburbaiiltu inny begin anew his 
life of car catching. With the stomach 
of a healthy young dog tho happy 


householder may defy his cook to do 
her worst. With the liver of a hyena 
the rounder may drink deeply of beer 
and eat freely of free lunch, secure In 
the knowledge that he has only to g*» 
to the zoological garden for new In¬ 
ternal equipment. The decaying boarder 
may have ^h« Insides of a goat trans¬ 
ferred to his Interior and fatten Joy¬ 
ously upon dishes that once choked and 
discouraged him The ancient and de¬ 
caying clubman may have the blood of 
a t vc -year-old thoroughbred transfused 
to his arteries and need ask no odds of 
the rollicking blade of twenty-five.

The Danger of Hip Pockets. 

Hip pockets must go. The habit of 
carrying concealed and deadly weap¬ 
ons has been often, and Justly, con¬ 
demned. But when a gentleman In a 
weapon-bearing community goes about 
with empty pockets oonoealed under his 
coat tails and in other suspicious places 
he dulllea with death by giving provo¬ 
cation, without being able to defend 
himself.

In a mountain town In Kentucky the 
other day a peace officer who. accord¬ 
ing to the correspondent, “had borne an 
excellent reputation os an efficient offi¬ 
cer and a quiet and peaceable man.’’ 
fell a-gosslping with a merchant whom 
he had had the misfortune to offend In 
some minor matter a long lime ago. 
but with whom he had sustained diplo¬ 
matic relations for the last half-dozen 
years. It chanced that the conversa¬ 
tion took place about the hour at which 
the merchant was accustomed to shut 
up his place of business* Al*sentmlnd- 
edly. and without explaining to the 
pcisce officer that he was reachhig for 
the store key. the merchant moved his 
right hand in the direction of his hip 
pocket. The quiet and peaceable, but 
efficient, officer shot the merchant be¬ 
fore the fingers of the latter had come 
Into contact with the store key and, 
seeing how matters stood, the merchant 
abandoned the quest of the store key 
and, drawing from his pocket a trust¬ 
worthy revolver, made the retort cour¬ 
teous which the occasion seemed to 
warrant. Each man proved the quality 
of his courage and his marksmanship 
at the sacrifice of the life of the other. 
There was no criminal intention upon 
the part of the efficient officer, nor did 
the merchant dream of strife when he 
reached for the store key. 

No one who believes that there ex¬ 
ists a glorious hereafter for warriors 
whose souls escape through the wound* 
In their breasts, can question the proph¬ 
ecy that these two fearless and blame¬ 
less gentlemen have ere now met In 
Valhalla, exchanged congratulations 
and explanations and become united as 
brothers, or tlilit through aeons and 
aeons their mutual regard will make 
them as Damon and Pythias. Dnvld and 
Jonathan or Alphonse und Gaston in 
their unselfish snutmii love. But If the 
peace officer had worn his artillery at 
his belt and the merchant had not worn 
the store key upon his hip the lamenta¬ 
ble misunderstanding and the resultant 
spilling of the hjood of two innocent 
men \voul<} never have occurred. 

It may be said that this merely shows 
that hip pockets are dangerous in Ken¬ 
tucky. but In Georgia recently—or was 
It Alabama—a man attempted to draw 
a flask of very excellent liquor from 
one of his rear pockets and found the 
cold muzzle of a cruel-looking revolver 
confronting his eye. Fortunately, the 
gentleman who labored under the mis¬ 
apprehension saw tho whisky flask and 
his error in time, and the twq lived to 
divide a pint of the cement of friend¬ 
ship and laugh over the tragedy that 
might have occurrod. 

For further tllustration let us turn to 
an occurrence at Sanger. Tex., and 
everyone—at least every reader of the 
Houston Post—knows that Texas Is one 
of the most peaceful States In the 
Union. At Stinger several negro cot¬ 
ton pickers approached a farmer “who 
had borne an excellent reputation ioi 
peace and quiet.** to ask him to chango 
a JtO bill. The negro who had the bill 
reached Into his hip pocket. Ho was 
amazed, and Incidentally killed, by re¬ 
ceiving a bullet irt his brain. Another 
negro, fleeing through the kitchen door, 
wa» shot In ibe back by the now thor¬ 
oughly aroused peaceful Texan of ex¬ 
cellent reputation. 

\Ve quote the danger correspondent: 

• B>* ihtM lime th** affair had become so 
oxcltlng that Jones opened fire upon tho 
rest of the negroes. One of them received 
a mortal wound in the abdomen and an¬ 
other waa *f>ot through the arm. The 
lii>t of thfe negroes scaped with a whole 
akin, leaving Jones In powesslou of the 
house." • 

In the East Jim .Tones would have 
gone into court and blackt'ncd his Im¬ 
mortal soul by pleading emotional In¬ 
sanity. proving It by hiring the foreman 
nf u lunatic asylum to blacken his by 
testifying to Inaiduous lies and befud¬ 
dling the protoplasmic mind of the In¬ 
telligent Juror. But not so In the gre.it 
Stuto of Texas, where live antiseptic 
hrc-Aih of the whistling nor’wester fans 
red blood into flame In the cheek of the 
ranchman, while It sings a requiem for 
the homilies* Steer. Jim Jones will 
walk boldly Into court, according to the 
prophecy of tin* Sanger correspondent^ 


and say that he misunderstood the ges¬ 
ture of the pocket-wearing cotton plck- 
cr. Seeing visions of his wife and 
babies slaughtered and his home re¬ 
duced to a blackened mass of ruins by 
floods In human form, he unltmbored 
his hip cannon. H’.tvlng once heard the 
music of his “barker** and smelled blood 
he overdid the work of defending his 
hearthstone. No Jury of his peer* will 
fall to understand and the human sym¬ 
pathy of men prone to err occasionally 
In the *ame direction will go out to him 
In the form of a verdict of acquit Ml.

ICELAND'S EDUCATION. 


tNational Geographical Magazine.] 

There are no schools In Iceland. y*t 
every child at twelve can /cad, according 
to the parBh st«tintles In no country in 
Europe are ao many books printed and 
sold iif proportion to the population. A 
population of only # 6 , 000 . scattered In 
mauy hamlets, has twelve printing 
presses, the earliest being established as 
far hack a* 1530; about 100 books annually, 
fourteen newspapers ami eight periodicals 
are produced to satisfy, the literary needs 
of this little nntlflfo. 

Yet this literary people still Uvs In a 
paptoral and Homeric civilisation, which 
Is a modern lesson of the h^oUhfulnrss of 
human life lived In close contact with the 
free, wild life of nature, suoh as* would 
Have delighted the heart of Roeseau or 
Thoreau As a proof that this life Is 
healthy.

Only the milk ewes ar* 
kept at home In the summer to bs milk'd 
The rest of the *boep ape gathered In 
from the'mountains In autumn, notice be¬ 
ing given at churrh from the pulpit 

The autumn gatherings, with people alt- 
tings on the walls of the ntoss inclosure 
telling stories, are quite Homeric. Th# 
winter evenings or^ spent with each mem¬ 
ber of the family busy at work In the 
same room; the men on their knte* shav¬ 
ing the wool off the sheep *kln*. making 
ropes and nets of hair; the women using 
spindle and dlstnff. embroidering, etc., af¬ 
ford a still better opportunity for stories 
and puns.

MAINE’S LOG HARVEST. 

(Bangor Special tu Philadelphia Record 1 

Maine’s annual log harvest is now In 
progress, and an army of lU.OtiO or 20.- 
OOo men is engaged In felling spruce, 
pine, hemlock and cedar for the sawr and 
pulp mill supply for 190$. 

In tho olden time lumbermen used to 
wait for snow to cover the ground be¬ 
fore attempting tu haul any log*, but 
now the crew* are sent in months before 
rnow, and millions of feet of logs art 
yarded on Inina ground. About the mid¬ 
dle of January yarding Is supposed to be 
finished, and hauling begins. 

On the Penobscot ulone, this winter. 
About 4^000 men and 1.500 horses are 
♦•mployed. und more woodsmen would 
have been sent in had It been possible 
to hire them, os vrurs ogo, but latterly 
the native* have been seeking other em¬ 
ployment. The young men of this day 
do not cars to go Into logging camps, 
with all sorts of associates, to eat beans 
and swing axes all winter for $35 to $30 
a month. 

A woods crew is composed of chop¬ 
pers, who fell the trees. t»w*ampers, who 
make roads, clear away the small growth 
and trim the fallen trees, teamsters, who 
drive the log sleds, sbd-ten Jers. who 
load the sleds; markers, who cut with 
axes various distinctive symbols upon the 
logs; cooks, the chiefs of the camps and 
cookeet who do tho scullery wmrk and 
wait upon the men The wages vary 
from $15 to $30 a month with board, and 
the season Is usually from four lo live 
months. 

The camps are scattered ovei* a vast 
stretch of territory, extending over 200 
miles Or more along the P’-nobscot and 
Us branches, bock to the Quebec bound¬ 
ary line. Woods work Is laborious and 
monotonous, beginning with daylight and 
lasting until dark, with three halts for 
hearty meal*, consisting for the most part 
of baked beans, although In some camps, 
nowadays, a considerable Variety of food 
Is provided.

New York, Jun. 14.—The attorneys for 
Hurry K. Thnw at his trhil to-day be- 
relentlessly to build Up the cane of 
‘legal insanity which they have lnter- 
po^*d in tils behalf as a defense for the 
killing of Stanford White.

John T. Del mar. of Kitfonlng, 
r«.. one of the Thaw family physicians, 
alio Wus» heard, as were the attendant 
physicians of three Institutions for the 
Insane where members of Thaw’s fam¬ 
ily. on both paternal and maternal 
rides, were confUtud.

Another was State 
politics. Connors Is very anxious to be 
re-elected chairman of the State Com¬ 
mittee He rnUIxca that his chances 
of *uore*» are very doubtful. There are 
rumor* that Charles F. Murphy has 
broken with him In a sense and Tam¬ 
many will not support him again for 
the place in Hie fall.

Hill Meu Fighting. 


The Hill men have also been fighting 
Connors, and to-day help in the reten¬ 
tion of rival headquarters at Albany. 
No doubt, therefore, the head of the 
State Committee meant to extend an 
ollvo branch to the Hill element, which 
Is very strong up the State, when he 
pleaded with the Sage of Wolfert’s 
Jioosi u» go to .Denver as a delegate-at- 
large. Ex-Senator Hill refused on two 
ground*, the first that he ha* absolute¬ 
ly retlrod from politics; that he ho* 
nerved the party well enough fo earn 
this rest. Furthermore, Mr Hill recog. 
nixes tho necessity of party harmony. 
No one knows belter than he the an¬ 
tipathy of tho Bryan men toward hlrn. 
und were he to go to Denver os a dele¬ 
gate, the old factional fight would be 
reopened In the parly and peace im¬ 
possible. The second reason is that 
David B. Hill since hi* retirement has 
begun to accumulate enough wealth for 
a rainy day and has obligations to 
clients which ho Is unwilling to Impair 
through renewed political activity

Dinner Not of Significance. 


The recent dinner at the Democratic 
Club 1* not oonsidored of great polit¬ 
ical significance. While It Is true that 
the organization l* composed almost 
entirely of members of Tammany Hall. 
It is nevertheless not Tammany Hall, 
and has no power to sprak for It. 
Charles F Murphy was careful not to 
commit himself About the npeeeh»-s de¬ 
livered at the dinner and the order has 
gone forth that no district trader shall 
express any view on national ptlltics. 

Some effort Is being made herv to 
arouse enthusiasm over Judson Har¬ 
mon. of Cincinnati. The conservatives 
are speaking of his splendid qualifica¬ 
tions for the presidency To politi¬ 
cians, however, he has two point* of 
wenknnp* The first, ho has not been 
prominently enough before the country 
for the last ten years. Secondly, hi* 
candidacy l* distinctly that of the 
Cleveland wtng. and for this reason not 
alone the followers of WIIHnm\ J 
Bryan, but also many Democrats who 
were not in harmony with the ex-Pree- 
ident during his two administrations, 
would reject him. One leader here re¬ 
marked some time ago If the Demo¬ 
crats were really looking for a strong 
man Intellectually, nnd known os such 
to the entire country, their first choice 
would he David R. Hill. Hut for In a 
measure the same reason* a* In U\e 
case of Judson Harmon he Is also un¬ 
available.
